TURKISH TOWN IS 


Advices Reaching Constantinople 
Fail to Give Casualties 
at Soulu Sela.

CONSTANTINOPLE, May 5.—The 


town of Sovlu Sela, near Tokat, in 
the vilayet of Sivas, Asia Minor, has 
been destroyed by fire and earth- 


quake. The advices from the in- 
terior do not give the casualties. 


Strong Earth Tremors Reported in 
Northern Chile. 
By the Associated Preas. 

SANTIAGO, Chile, May 56.-— 
Northern Chile was shaken by 4 
strong earthquake at 6 o'clock last 
night, according to telegrams re- 
ceived here. No casualties are re- 
ported, but the inhabitants of Co- 
pipo, Laserna and Vallenar were 
alarmed by the shock, which is de- 
scribed in some dispatches as equal- 
ing that of last November in inten- 
sity. Communication with some 
points is interrupted. 

A dispatch from Carrizal reports 
that following the shock, the ocea 
receded beyond the low tide mark.
